ADVISES MORE HOGS 


In regard to hog production in A\l- 
berta, O. S. Longman, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture for the Province, makes | 
the following recommendation: 

‘l trust that the farmers of Alberta 
will aim to market 2,000,000 hogs an- 
nually, and that they will begin to re- 
establish themselves in the British 
market Obviously, the degree to 
which Britain’s needs will be met will 
be determined largely by the response 
received from Alberta farmers. I sin- 
cerely hope that every farmer who can 
and every farm organization in Alberta 
will respond immcuiately to this ap- 
peal, There has always been a profit 
in hog production.
